Dear Jules: 

Thanks for writing to me and sending me the picture of the error 1804. 
It is a nice clean error, but not nearly as unusual or rare as some 
people think when they have not been exposed to many. 

What appears to me to have happened is the following: 

1- The coin was struck normally- 

2. The press failed to eject the coin. 

3. An attempt was made to insert a new planchet; but 
because the preceding coin was still in the press, 
the new planchet came in only about a tenth of the 
way. In doing so, the new planchet nudged the already 
struck coin slightly from its former position. 

4. The press C 2 ime together again creating a slight arc 
at RTY, representing the rim of the new planchet. 

At the opposite side of the coin, a double impression 
was created. I am not quite sure whether the clip was 
related to the rest of this process somehow, or whether 
it occurred separately. 

In any case, similar coins have sold for three-digit prices. I cannot 
imagine any error collector that I know paying as much as $1,000 for 
this one. 

Thanks, again, for letting me know about it. I look forward to seeing 
you at EAC in a few weeks.

Thank you very much for sending the 1811 Cl two star break coin to me for 
comparison with mine. The results were very interesting to me, and I hope 
will be to you as well. 

1) My two star break coin is identical in die state to yours. The cud 
has the same shape at every point. It is also full and heavy, just 
as yours is. By the way, my coin has somewhat more detail, but is 
heavily pitted and corroded. It has also been harshly cleaned. I 
think the opinion would be unanimous that yours is the more desirable 
and more attractive coin of the two. 

2) My four star break also looks identical to the,pictures you sent me 
of yours. Both of our four star breaks are significantly less worn 
than our two star breaks. Thus, the outer rim is more highly raised 
on the four star breaks and has been worn down closer to the cud on 

the two star breaks. This could account for a portion of the difference 
in the heaviness of the cud between the two states. However, I think 
your explanation of more area to fill is also probably a factor. 

3) I also have an earlier state of the break. It is the so-called "one 
star" break. Its condition is Fine. It is quite different from our 
two star breaks. There is no real cud. There is a noticeable swelling 
to the left of the line from the first star to the border that eventually 
becomes the lower edge of the cud. There is a rather heavy crack from 
the point of the second star to the border that eventually becomes 

the other edge of the two star cud. 

It also has cracks between stars two and three and between stars three 
and four, which show clearly on both of our two star break coins. 

In addition, there is a crack from star four to the border, which becomes 
the upper edge of the four star cud. This last crack does not show 
clearly on either of our two star break coins, presumedly because they 
have more wear and somewhat more roughness in that portion of the field.
